Siberian Exile Will Discuss 
Russidn Literature Next Week 



A man who was once exiled^to' 
Siberia; Henry Wojcik; will discuss 
Russian literature on Wednesday, 
January 28, at S p.m. Mr. Wojdk, 
who is now a lecturer in this sub- 
ject at the University at Montreal, 
will speak in the New Clubroom of 
the Union under.the auspices of the 
Société Française. \^ 

'In Sovlet"^Russla, literature is 
not an artistic achlevitment in it- 
self; it is a means to an end, a topi 
employed by the, state in its relent- 
less endeavpiip|dto2 fashion every 
aspect of Russtarravilization after 
the Communist pattern.*' This is the 
general theme of the talk, which 
will Include a survey , of Russian 
literature since the beginning of 
the '20th century, with particular 
emphasis on the changes that have 
taken place in its character and 
function since the 1917 revolution. 

Mi;. Wojcik was deported to Rus- 
sia after the*^ division of his native 
Poland ln:1940, but he managed to 
continue his studies In the Arts 
while exiled In Siberia.

He Itild- 
iëd at the Academy of ' Political 
Science there, and 'after further 
work at. thé SôrtxinneJn Paris, Mr.

Experts In The Bush League 



The Daily last Tuesday featured a news story 
•telling about the enthusiastic response the an- 
nouncement calling for competitors for ihe Arts 
and Science Undergraduate Society Inter-class 
Debating Trophy had received. Among the 
students mentioned as having submitted entries 
■were the President of the McGill Debating Union 
Society and several of its most illustrious and ap- 
plauded members who were going to represent 
their particular year in the contest Support for 
an event of this sort Is very gratifying when one 
remembers how much less enthusiastic students 
are to participate In the ordinary weekly pro- 
gram of the A&S Debating Society. However, 
the trophy is beautiful, and that Is probably a 
major incentive next to the downright love of 
competition' which would attract such applicants. 
1^- What alarms mc, though,|||y||^Up this trophy 
'was originally designed by thelj^^l .^e^ecutlve 
to serve as the culmination ot|ibe^^^rts and 
Science program for those who normally partici- 
pated in these events. The teams which were 
to represent each year in the faculty were sup- 
posM^^^ chosen by élimination contests from 
among'-^^noylces or moderâtely 'experienced 
people wbo^ha^' been receiving practice and in- 
struction during the year. Some of these aspired 
to greater things, and A&SUS was pleased to 
groom them for Inter-colleglate competition. 
Others simply wanted to learn how to speak m 
public and improve their teeh|ilquo tmder tlie 
instruction which, came from judges who were 
themselves Inter-coIleglatc debaters. . None pre- 
tended to be experts, and it was for such people 
that the trophy was acquired. 
It was very disturbing to read In the paper 
..that the best of McGlll's orators had decided to 
' enter pony league debates when one considered 
the intentions of those who .instituted the compe- 
tition. It is still more disturbing when, as I re- 
member it, the executive that year specified that 
inter-collegiate debaters' were, 'and were to re- 
main. Ineligible to enter the contest. The con- 
sequences of overlooking their ineligibility., are , 
not entirely .trivial. Firstly, if they can entér^'J 
the trophy will simply become another award 
which the experts can pick up |}efore they leave 
college. ■ Secondly, -their' participation will un- 
doubtedly discourage those who are eligible be- 
cause they will be faced with the prospect ot 
going down to Ignomlnous defeat in the hands ' 
-.'of such formidable opposition. If they do not 
have the trophy as an incentive, many will most 



likely lose Interest In debating during the year. 
This will mean obviously that the Debating 
Union will not be .able, to jely on Arts and 
Science , as a source of new, intefecoMeglate 
materiaL There are not overly ma'rSjfSSwS'de- 
baters around as it is, and to diminish the num- 
ber coming up who have some experience will 
likely prove to the detriment ot the Debating 
Union in the end. 

I do. hope that the Arts and Science executive 
will look Into; t}ila. matter and decide to exclude 
Inter-colleglate^ debaters from this competition 
for its own sake. Those who are prevented from 
entering should remember that this Is not their 
league and realise that they can benefit them- 
selves by staying out ot it when the time comes 
for trophies to', be won.. I am sure that ^they 
would-^pt.-ajo b^^lo^ entsrjthe inter-dass debates 
during thB>>eaS^fThey''^ought not Invade the 
field now.

There Is much consternation in the air today

' occwionaifartlclc in Life Magazine eulogizing 
the American Way of Life, most of our,combB- 
. tive activity has been negative. Wo are con- 
fronted with the ridiculous anomaly of preparing 



to die for Western Civilization, while at the 
' same time we continue to live in a state of 
blithe ' unconcern about the bed-rock of our

It is difficult to unilentandbwby such a gap 
cxisist in the curriculum?SfMany ùrdvewtÙ 
' Presently, every Arts student is subjected to an 
' Introduction to pagan mythology in the form of 
a compulsory classics requirement, while at \he 
same time, he is restricted to a limited selec- 
tion of religious subjects. Perhaps the Liberal 
attitude of tolerance has degenerated Into a re- 
luctance to tamper with the fundamentar issues 
of personal religion. This, tendency to reserve 
Judgment, carMed to an extreme, is unpardonable 
in a world which is fighting for its life, and 
whose history has indicated what the basic 
issues are. , ,' . ' 

I want, finally,, to cominènt on some' remarks 
that appeared in yesterday's Daily regaining the 
,.lmplemcntatIon of the project for philosophy of 
religion courses for Arts nnd Science -undergrad- 
uates. The opinion seems to be that the remedial 
measure would consist of 'granting permission 
to take courses already given by the Faculty' ot 
Divinity,' As I understand it, this is not the point 
of the petition. Rather, the request is that ad- 
ditional courses, designed especially for Arts 
students, be instituted.

The United SUtes govem- 
inent presented him with the 
Medal cf Freedom' with Silver 
Palm. The cKadon read > as fol-

'Dr. Wilder Graves PcnWefd7can- 
adian Citizen during the period of 
active hostilities in World War II, 
performed meritorious service In 
the field of scientific research. As 
chairman of the Subcommittee on 
Surgery of the NaUonalHesearch 
Council of Canada, he ' facilitated 
the exchange of valuable surgical 
iiiformatlon among Scientists of 
the United Kingdom, Canada and 
the United States, contributing 
greatly towards advances made hi 
the practice of wvtlme surgery." 

In 1950, three foreign nations 
honoured this scientist. He was 
elected President of the American 
Neurological Association, he was 
awarded an honourary fellowship 
In the Royal Society of Medicine 
of England, and France presented 
him with the Cross of "Officier do 
la Legion d'Honneur" for excep- 
tional services In his field of work.
